4. Directories and auch like works should only be allowed under special ciroumstances, 
where there may be evident inconvenience to the public service if they aro not at hand for 
reference. ‘The local Gorernment should decide to what offices books published by the 
Government should be supplied, such as the Postal Guide, the Civil Lists, the Codex of the 
Fiuancial or Public Worka Departments, the Atmy Lists, &e. In future, indente for euch 
dooke should not be compliod with unless reccived through the local Goveroment, or 
authorised by some general of apecial order of the local Government.

5. The auggestions in this letter have reference only to books published in India. The 
purchase of newspapers and other periodicals, and of books'published in Europe oF America, 
I subject to separate regulations.

Canal, firat ecction ; the Arrab Canal; the Buxar Canal, firet section ; the Main Eastern 
i e hereby ‘published under the provisions of 
‘XT and X1J of the “ Cauals’ Act, 1864,” (Ne V, BLG) — 

1. ,Every vetsel on entering any of tho above canals sball be hable to measurement 
for the purpose of ascertaining tho amount of toll the vessel should pay: according to the 
achedule of rates authorized by Government to be charged on the caual. 

IL, Tho tonnage of every vessel, whetler laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of the 
Canale’ Act, 1864,” and of these liules, be determined by the fullowiwg mcusurements :— 

{.) ‘The product of half the longth of the vessel, fsom stem to stera, imcasured 
along tho water line, multiplied by the interior grentcat breadth of the vessel, multiplied by 
‘the depth from the water line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be token as*the number of 
mounds upon which toll shall be levied. 

(.) ‘The mensurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting inches, and the 
messurement of the brexdth and depth in fowt and quarters of fect, rejecting portions of 
Joos than » quarter of 1 foot. . 

() In caloulating the amount of toll to bo levied on vesscle exceeding 100 maunds 
tonnage, any fraction of 100 mands bess than 25 maunds is to be omitted ; exceeding 25 
and not exoseding 50 maunds, is to be charged as 25 manuds ouly ; exceeding 50, and not 

7% maunds, to be charged as 50 maunds only ; and exceeding 75 maunde a» 75 
meands only, Above 1,000 maunds no fraction of 100 mannds tounage is to be charged

VI. Owners of vessels may compound by the payment of a fixed sum for the use of 
the whole or a portion of any of tho above canals for any period that may be agreed upon, 
not exceeding one yowr. Exch vessel ao compounded for shall be furnislied & ticket

Tn every ease of wreck or obstracton of the channel by sunken vessels, the Canal 
Officers may call upon the person in charge of the vessel to remove the same without delay, 
nd shall give every reasouable assistunre towarln so doing — But should the owucr of the 

1 or raft be not forthcoming, of alioult he not use reasonable expedition iu remosinj 
the obstruction, or xbould he decliue or fail to use proper assistance which may be n red 
to him by the Canal Oiticers, these Officers may ike the removal of the obstruction 
themselves at the cost of the owner of the boat, recovermg the expenso in the manner laid 
down in Section TX of the “Canale!
